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1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority. It is noted, however, 
that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.S.C. 
119(b). 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
in paragraph [0035], line 7, the term "mal" appears to be misspelled; 

in paragraph [0041], lines 2 and 8, there appears to be a space missing after the first conmia; and; 
in paragraph [0042], line 2, there appears to be a space missing after the first comma. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in 
a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as being anticipated by 
US20020131849. The US20020131849 reference discloses "the simultaneous travel of the three 
movable racks 1 1 (that is, a plurality of movable racks) can be accomplished while maintaining 
an interval L" (see paragraph [0101]) as recited in claim 1. The US20020131849 reference also 
discloses controller 55 and sensors 35a & 35b to detect "the travel distance deviation between the 
left and right driven travel wheels" (see paragraph [0060]) as recited in claim 21 . 

The features of claims 2-20 appears to be disclosed also.
